The plan of Garibaldi evidently is to drive the King’s 
troops from the outlying country into Gaeta, and 
quietly blockade them there until he is joined by 
General Turr, and the Sardinian ships attack the sea 
defences.

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Sous two years since the columns of the London 
Times bore to the world the experiences of a peri- 
patetic gastronomist. The Times, anticipating Mr. 
Gladstone, endeavoured to change the viands of the 
English people, and to teach them what to eat, as 
Mr. Gladstone instructs them what to drink. 
Dinner-giving as well as dinner - eating was elevated 
to a sort of science. We were to have hundreds of 
little patties laden with indigestible comestibles. If 
such vulgar provender as beef and mutton could be 
tolerated, they were to be disguised under French 
names and smothered in indescribable sauces. Stout 
men of Anglo-Saxon frames were to sip their dinners 
like Wirds of paradise or sucking doves. No dis- 
relish should be felt for baked dog from Bankok, 
grilled beetles from Japan, or stewed cockchafers 
from Sumatra. The writer really imagined 
himself to be a benevolent individual, whose 
inner man suffered for the good of the com- 
munity. He becdme unpopular, however, for the 
end of his lucubrations was that no one should marry 
under £300 a year. But the gastronomist of the 
Times has reappeared. 4s the French alliance, and, 
consequently, French cookery is at a discount, we 
are treated to the rehearsal of a laborious Russian 
dinner. Such work it must have been to get through : 
and, oh! the repentance of the morning! For six 
mortal hours men of thought, and wealth, and cer- 
tain powers of style, devoted themselves to the dis- 
cussion of a dinner. In this flurried world, where 
all are busy, we could not suppose that rational men 
—guides, too, of public opinion, could spare one-half 
a working day to satisfy the cravings of an “educated” 
appetite. Perhaps, in the dearth of gubjects for 
leading articles, we shall have another series of lead - 
ing articles on the adaptability of Russian fare to 
Anglo-Saxon appetites 

Here, then, is the delightful way a club of wealthy 
gentlemen amused their leisure. The dinner took 
place at the restaurant of M. Samareens, at the hour 
of half-past five, that the whole power of his es- 
“tablishment might be brought to bear upon the 
“entertainment.” The preparation of the viands 
began at an unknown hour; the preparation of the 
guests began at three o'clock. They were first, like 
convicts, conducted to a bath, “a long and iutrieate 
operation“ When bathed they were flogged all 
round with Laurestina boughs, with every leaf 
“steeped in perfume an operation which is, we 
are informed, "a most wonderful promoter of the 
“appetite.” Then, enveloped in linen, they were 
served with quass and /ampopo, an awful concoction 
of “ beer, black bread, spices, and citroné cut in two.” 
At five the gourmancs were dressed, and fifteen mi- 
nutes—by the watch— before dinner, two trays were 
carried round, the one containing bread, butter, ca- 
viare, or the roe bí sturgeon, and salt cueumbers ; 
the other vodka, or native brandy and fruit. When 
the guests had partaken of all these articles came 
the dinner, the process of mastication being carried 
on to the sound of an organ which cost 40,000 francs. 

The first dish was Na stagai—that is; small trout 
cut up in minute slices and baked in a pate; then 
soup made of young sturgeon and eelpout. The 
richness of the fish made the soup quite yellow. 
Then came a Mayonnaise and chicken eutlet, mixed 
up with sliced apples, gherkins, plums, and almonds. 
Next, beef pique, and stewed in slices, with a sauce 
of preserved hips and haws, and wild ash berries, 
which the host informed them was very good for 
cholera. Then were brought in artichokes stuffed 
with mushrooms, fried in butter, súcoeeded by flat 
dumplings of meat, composed of veal, mutton, ham, 
bacon, and chopped eggs, fried potatdes, olives, peas, 
and sliced onions. An unmentionable dish followed, 
composed of the dregs of several teapots, with large 
quantities of pounded sugar, two quarts of quass, 
and lumps of ice. Roasted tyabchicks (a sort of 
partridge) then entered with broccoli and cherries. 

This was succeeded by strawberries and cream, 
and pounded strawberries. The whole was wound 
up with preserved stalks of lettuces, candied oranges, 
and, ob! the sybarites—preserved rose leaves, All 
was washed down with Sherry, Medoc, Bordeaux, 
Burgundy, Cherry-brandy, and Champagne. The 
evening closed with yellow tea, at thirty-six shillings 
a pound, served up in tumblers. 
We have omitted many minute particulars, but our 
readers have now some idea of a first-rate Russian 
dinner. Think of the manipulation of cooks re- 
quired for such an abomination as this, which is re- 
presented as a triumph of art! Think of the money 
wasted in its preparation, in order to satisfy the very 
lowest of mere animal cravings. We talk of the 
sensuality ofa Heliogabalus and the luxury of an 
Apicius. What were both to these enlightened 
dinners? Adopt Abernethy’s principle, and put smal! 
quantities of each of these 200 articles in a bag, and 
shake them together, and then judge of the condition 
of the gourmand. Verily, wealth seems to be given 
to some men that they may degrade themselves lower 
than the brute, and publicly pride themselves in that 
degradation.
